sand-asphalt. 

But the important question that will 
present i'telf to thv mas* .meting 
will Ik* the budding of the road from 
Kisaimmcc through St Cloud to the 
Brevard cunty line. Let the Tribune 
warn thr people that a united force 
must confront the commissioners at 
their meeting on December 6th. when 
it is their Inunction to issue a call 
for a bonding election.

They were evidently agreeable to 
•Ire Con federate commander, and Gen¬ 
eral Lee directed (hat a letter of ac¬ 
ceptance to the terms of surrender be 
drawn up. 

This was signed, and after n few im¬ 
personal remarks the leaders of the 
two opposing forces shook hands and 
departed. 

Ii did not take long for the news to 
spread among the soldiers, and big 
bonfires that evening evidenced the 
pleasures of thv troops that hostilities 
were at an end.

Blanch in boiling 
water from 2 to 5 minutes, depending 
(in 1 lie texture, then plunge quickly 
in cold water Use a wire basket or 
porous clotl» tor the blanching so that 
the beans can be handled easily. Pack 
jar* full. Add I level lcaspo«nfu| of 
salt for each quart and boiling wa¬ 
ter to cover the Ixant. Put rubbers 
and tops on. 

"If Mason jars are used leave the 
top onc-fourth turn loose to let air es¬ 
cape. Economy {jar caps may be 
made tight because they will let the 
air out automatically. Place the jars 
on a wire mesh, straw nr cloth. In a 
wash boiler. Weave cloth or straw 
between them. Almost cover the jars 
with warm water. Process two hours 
in water constantly boiling hard. 
Keep the water up to the original lev¬ 
el as it boils away 

"Remove (he jar*, Ightcn caps. In¬ 
vert to cool and lest. Wjrap the jars 
in paper and store them.*’—Agricul¬ 
tural New* Service.

sure by that of the teacher, usually a 
person of adult years. The tendency

o| the child, perhaps to foster the bud¬ 
ding genius of the K >••>•( -«-Id by mak¬ 
ing n keep pace with that of the child 
••f u doren years or more. Genius of 
die budding six* shout J be repressed, 
not encouraged. 


And in the earlier years of school 
life the physical should be wauhed 
more carefully than the mici.uI work, 
even makes it worse than useless.

And these birth and 
death rates are the primary requisites 
for comparative health statistics, and 
accurate population.figures are the ah' 
solutely necessary basis for calculat- 
ig these rates.
